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Russia’s Strength— 

Ottawa, October 2— Canadians are 
watching with a deepening anxiety 
the course of the gigantic struggle is 
Russia, Everyone here is increasing 
ly conscious how severe would be tb: 
blow to the democratic cause, if our 
powerful ally should fall, her people 
enslaved and her vast resources taken 
over by the enemy. The world at large 
is just becoming aware of the extent 
of these resources and of Russia's in- 
dustrial development as the Nazi arm- 
ies increase their pressure on the val- 
ley of the Don. Nearly everyone knew 
of the rich granary and theiron, coal 
and manganese mines of the Ukraine 
and of the great hydro-electric instal 
lations on the Dnieper river, but they 
knew little of the great industrial 
plants of such cities as Kharkov, a 
centre of the aircraft industry, and 
Rostov lying to the east. But there is 
this to remember that the might of 
Russia may be crippled but will not be 
broken if most of her armies and ab 
ove all the morale of her people re- 
main intact. Over-optimism would be 
futile but as yet only about one third 
of European Russia has been invaded 
and her armies have still the indust- 
ries of the Urals and the Volga sup- 
ply stores and of Western Siberia on 
which to draw, even if Southern Rus- 
sia should be overrun to the Cauca- 
sus. The industrial area of Moscow is 
still untouched. The aircraft and met 
al plants of theVolga and Urals re- 
gions were built in recent years with 
just such an emergency as as at pre: 
sent exists in view. The point is: 
will the magnificent morale and ten 
acity of the Russians endure? Other 
questions of deep concern are the ex 
tent and effectiveness of British and 
American help to Russia though that 
aid is certain to be on a very large 
scale and the problem of keeping open 
the avenues of delivery for these sup- 
plies through Murmansk, the White 
Sea (closed by icefloes in winter), 
Iran and Vladivostok. Another ques- 
ion is: will there be British forces 
helping to bar the way to the oil- 
fields of Baku on the aspian if German 
armies should reach the foothills of 
the Caucasus? 

Factories of this country, it is 
knoyn, are already working on sup- 
plies for Russia. The extent of these 
orders is a secret, but what part Can- 
ada will play in the combined effort 
to help our great, harassed ally will 
unquestionably depend on advices 
from the allied conference in Moscow,

the necessity of curtailing domestic 
cosumption to meet emergency de- 
mands from Great Britain or the al- 
lies”. The “policing of prices” in the 
case of food introduces of course oth: 
er considerations than those applying 
to most commodities,

pounded out a 3-2 victory before a 
home town crowd of 70,000.

ARTICLE NUMBER THREE 
“WAR INDUSTRIES” 


Anyone who inspected the Depart- 
ment of Munitions and Supply exhibit 
at the Canadian National Exhibition 
this year must have stood amazed at 
the marvelous display of implements 
of war shown there. all products of 
Canadian industrial enterprise and in- 
genuity. 

They included the 25 pounder field 
artillery gun, the Bofors anti-aircraft 
gun, the Boys anti-tank gun, the Bren 
machine gun, the Universal carrier, 
bombs, rifles, shells, trench mortars, 
a complete engine for the Canadian- 
built corvette and a remarkable’ ex- 
and 
fighter planes. Canadian factories are 
also turning out huge quantities of 
chemicals and explosives, depth char- 
ges and land mines, as well as motor 
naval gun mountings, 
It was for the purpose of giving; 
the inside story of production of these 
war weapons that the Department of; 
Munitions and Supply, headed by Hon. | 
C. D. Howe, made it possible for | 
them to visit a number of Eastern, 
Canada war industries, In the short; 
time available the editors saw _ suf- 
ficient to make them realize that Can- | 
ada is responding nobly to the Chur- | 
chill appeal— “Give us the tools and 
we will finish the job”. Right aross |; 
Eastern Canada a gigantic new ar- 
senal has come into being, with scores 
of new factory buildings being added | 


to Canada’s industrial war giant, and | 
' older plants turning to war work 
' Spinning wheels, turning lathes and 
| whirring machiery tell their own 


story. The Dominion Government al- 
one has expended $500 millions for 
new plant and materials, while total 
orders for munitions of all kinds now | 
exceed two billion dollars. In terms 
of large scale industry, this has ee 
pened almost overnight. Until th e| 
fall of France, Canada was not look- 
ed to seriously tor 
When Vichy capitulated, the picture 
changed abruptly. Canada’s  indust- 
rial and government leaders worked 
day and night to formulate the blue- 
prit of the huge machine which in 
little more than one year has swung 
into action. A year, even six months 
hence, production will be on a scale 
not deemed possible a few months 
ago. 

Knowing little of this war program 
other tha what they had read in their 
newspapers, fifty Canadian editors 
sallied forth late in August to find out 
for themselves. We saw only a few in- 
dustries, eight to be exact, a 
| fraction of the grand total, but 
' formed a highly+evealing cross-sec- 
tion. In Hamilton, for instance, a bee- 
hive of armament-making, we visited 
only one plant, the National Steel 
Car, largest shell-producing plant in 
the British Empire. Around the clock 
seven days a week thousands of shells 
foor field artillery and anti aircraft 
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machines which bore them, lengthen 
them, shape them, nose them and pre- 
pare them to receive fuse, loading 
caps and other parts..

At Toronto we visited the John 
Inglis Co. p!ant, preducer of the fam- 
ed Bren automatic machine gun, now 
one of the most prized weapons of the 
Canadian Army.

terprise began at the outset. of war 
under inauspicious circumstances, 
with the accusation of political cor 
ruption rife in the press. The result: 
was a government investigation that 
failed at least to besmirch the char 
acter of the enterprising Major Hahn, } 
chief promoter of the Bren gun _ pro- 
gram for Canada. We had the privil- 
ege of meeting Major Hahn, o; hear. 
ing him speak for half an hour and of 
learning something about the man 
from acquaintances of long standing. 
We would judge that a majority of 
editors present on that occasion he: 
came convinced that here was a 
man who knew his business, who had 
the vision to make possible a_ vital! 
link in our war machine and who was 
striving earnestly to do a job for his 
country. Incidentally Major Hahn 
served in Canada’s armed forces in 
the Great War and according to cou)- 
rades-in-arms, he was a_ first class 
soldier and an officer noted for his’ 
initiative and fearlessness. 


Under his direction the Inglis Co.; 
plant has become the largest produc- 
er of automatic guns in North Amer- 
ica, if not in the world. Working far 
ahead of schedule it will have produc- 
ed many, many thousands of Bren 
guns in 1941, The Canadian Bren gun 
enjoys a high reputation for effic- 
iency and perfection of workmanship. 
It is in high favour with men of Can- 
ada’s army. The plant and equipment 
used to produce the Bren gun was 
paid for jointly by the British and 
Canadian Governments and remains 
their property. It was designed and is 
operated by the Inglis ‘Company. 
| Thousands of hands are working on 
the materials and assembly lines of 
the Bren gun. We noticed that a_re- 
markably high percentage of the 
workers were girls or women, In- 
deed we found in nearly every war 


' plant that female help was being util- 


ized more and more, One official em- 


nimble fingers of young women were 
more suited to fact production, 
Building Bombers— 

The editors had their first glimpse 
of how a bomber is made in an air- 
craft factory near Montreal. This 
particular plant is engaged in produc- 
tion of the Bolingbroke bomber. It has 
been enlarged four times to take care 
of expanding orders. We saw bombers 
in all stages of production to the point 
where they were rolled from the fact- 
ory for trial flight. We were given a 
demonstration of releasing bombs 
from the plane’s belly that was highly 
significant. The entire plant reverber- 
ated with activity as trained hands of 
men and women put together the 
huge bombers which will one day 
wreak vengeance over Hitlerland. It 
is difficult to imagine that Canada’s 
aircraft industry was only in its em- 
bryo stage when war broke out, yet. 
today we are manufacturing 13 differ- 
ent types of pianes. The majority of 
primary trainers for the Common- 
wealth Air Training Plan have been 
delivered and the factories are giving 
more attention to advanced trainers 
and heavy bombers. In two years the 
personnel of the aircraft factories has 
increased from 1,600 to more than 
25,000. The cost of an airplane stag- 
gers the imagination. A Hampden 
bomber, for instance, costs about 
$150,000.

Stowaways | 
Add to Canada’s 


Clam Stocks

Species Introduced In British Colum. 
bia by Chance From Abroad Now 
Take Commercial Place. 


This is the story of some _ helpful 
stowaways, by name Paphia philipp- 
inarum. Perhaps creatures with a 
name like that ought to expect to do 


something helpful to justify it or, 
maybe, to make up for it. 
In any case, Paphia, etc., are some 


little-neck clams which stowed away 
in a shipment of oyster spat (or seed 
oysters) which was being brought in- 
to British Columbia from across the 
ocean a few years ago to help in ex- 
panding the oyster resources of the 
province. They liked the new environ- 
ment so well that they decided to 
stay and raise a family, with the re- 


! sult that their numerous descendaftts 


have now won a place on the British 
Columbia clam market and, indeed, 


| have become more abundant, at some 


points on the coast, than their native 


| little-neck cousins, the clams known 
scientifically as Paphia staminea. 
From Ladysmith, where the first 


comers set up residence in Canada, 
the P. philippinarums—apologies here 
to the Latinists—have spread to many 
parts. of Stuart Channel and diggers 
now find them in areas as far as ten 
miles from Ladysmith. In appearance 
they resemble the native little-necks, 
save that their shells may be mottled 
with green, brown or black. 
Presumably the original stowaways 
were enabled to get to British Colum- 
bia because they have attached them- 
selves to some of the empty shel's 
on which spat were being collected 
for shipment from Japan, which, in 
those days, was a source from which 
seed oysters were sometimes _ pur- 
chased. In collecting spat the Japan- 
ese suspended strings of shells in 
waters where oysters were known to 
spawn and when the young oysters 
had passed the free-swimming stage 
they attached themselves to the 


hanging shells and began to keep 
house, So, apparently, did some _ in- 
truders—young crabs, snails, baby 


clams, and so on, A good many of 
these intruders would no doubt be re- 
moved before the spat shipment was 
started on its way and others would 
die on the long trip to Canada or, on 
arrival, would find the change to new 
conditions of life overseas too much 
for them, However, some of the: for- 
ward little-necks not only survived 
all, their experiences and travels but 
found British Columbia surroundings 
very much to their taste, and that is 


how it happens that there is an ad-. 


ditional species of clams on the Do- 
minion’s Pacific Coast. 
Even without Paphia philippinarum, 


| of course, the clam resources of -Bri-

species of clams—are among the 
most important in Canada. Indeed, 


the Pacific provinces and New Bruns- 
wick lead the clam-producing areas of 
the country, although there are clam 
fisheries also in Nova Scotia, Prince 
Edward Island and Quebec.

Winnipeg, Sept. 19, 1941— R. s. 
Law, President of United Grain Grow- 
ers Limited, today issued a statement 
on behalf of the Board of Directors of 
that Company advocating a payment 
on an acreage basis to western wheat 
farmers, comparable to the cost of 
living bonus, to compensate farmers 
for increased costs prevailing this 
year and to remedy the deficiency in 
western farm income. The statement 
is as follows— 


“It is becoming more evident every 
day that western wheat income is in-! 
adequate for the satisfactory mainten- 
ance of agricultural production in wes- 
tern Canada. The situation calls for 


possible moment to bring about an ad-| 
justment. Western farmers are suffer- 
ing not only from reduced production | 


} 


caused by adverse weather conditions | 


and by their compliance with the gov- 
ernment plan for wheat acreage _re- 
duction; they are suffering from _ in- 
creased costs of living and operation 
due to the rise of prices in Canada. 
Adjustment of income is required for 
exactly the same reasons which have 
brought “about cost of living bonuses 
in industry and in the Civil Service, 
and is more urgently required be- 
cause farmers have to provide not on- 
ly for cost of living but ‘also for cost 
of operation. 

“There are several possible methods 
of making such an adjustment. 
would bea considerable increase in the 
basis of initial payments for wheat 


by the Canadian Wheat Board. The 
Board of Directors of United Grow- 
ers Limited advocated such an _ in- 


crease as far back as last January. 
It now feels it necessary however, be- 
cause of subsequent developments, to 
put forward a suggestion for an alter- 
native basis. One reason is that the 
government has now twice refused to 
make such an increase. Another is 
that owing to new factors which have 
entered teh situation, an increase ia 
Wheat Board paymets would only 
partially meet the present problem. 
If granted, to make it reasonably sat- 
isfactory, it would be necessary to 
supplement it by direct payments in 
respect to a large volume of wheat 
which canot or will not be delivered to 
the Canadian Wheat Board this year 
but which jfarmers will dispose of oth- 
erwise, by sale on the open market, by 
feeding on their own farms or by sale 
to neighbors for feeding purposes. To 
farmers so disposing of their wheat, 
or to those who have had less than 
average yields, an increase in Wheat 
Board payments unless otherwise sup- 
| plemented would either be a minor or 
an inadequate benefit. 
“Nevertheless, it is clear that it is in 
respect to wheat that farm income 
needs to be adjusted, for wheat is the 
one important commodity in Canada 
which is still selling on a basis of dis- | 
tressed prices. It is the wheat farmer 
on whose behalf adjustment is most 
urgently required, and those farmers 
who have also other lines of produc- 
tion require adjustment in respect to 
their wheat operations. | 
“For such reasons the Board of Dir- 
ectors of United Grain Growers Limit- 
ed advocates that there should be 
paid to each wheat farmer a bonus on ! 
his wheat acreage. It should be appli- 
ed not on the acreage actually seeded 
to wheat in 1941, but on what is 
| known as his basic wheat acreage. 
‘ That is the acreage established ‘by the 
; Canadian Wheat Board for each indiv-
